YOU could say the key ingredient to the success 
of Alf's Fish and Chip Shop is community spirit. 

Since taking over the fryers of the shop on 
Lynch Road four and a half years ago, John 
Pearce and his wife Karen have won countless 
awards for their involvement with the Wey¬ 
mouth's community. 

Cornishman John has been in the fast food 
business for 28 years and knows a thing or two 
about frying the perfect chip and which piece 
of fish makes the perfect accompaniment. 

Here he talks about all those things plus his 
favourite Christmas carol, what shows he'll put 
his feet up to watch over the festive period and 
which dish he would take with him onto a 
desert island. 


■ HOW did you get into the fish and chip busi¬ 
ness? 

Because I’m dyslexic couldn’t find any opportunities 
open to me and so I got into the fish and chip business 
simply because I had always been in the fast food trade. 
I was initially in Weymouth town centre. 

■ WHAT is the secret to a good chip? 

Frst you need a fresh Maris Piper potato. Then you need 
to wash it thoroughly to remove all the starch and the 
pans (frying pans) must be kept clean at all times; so 
many people make the mistake of not doing that. And we 
use 100-per-cent vegetable oil. 

■ WHAT is the most popular dish? 

Cod and chips, they will always be the staple of what we 
do, and people will always love them. But saying that, 
our gluten free range is also very popular. Some people 
come here especially for it because we don’t mix fryers, 
or cross fry, the ingredients. 

■ HAVING won the community Seafish awards 
Contribution to the Local Community Award for 
the third year, what drives you to be so commu¬ 
nity minded? 

I had a mother, who lived on her own, and I didn’t spend 
a lot of time with her because of working all the time, 
and we see in the news and papers all the time old people 
being mugged and I just want to make sure those people 
are being looked after, some of these people served in 
the war for us and I feel we should pay them back a little 
bit. 

■ WHAT makes a good fish and chip shop? 

Good quality food at the right prices. The staff’s relation¬ 
ship with the customers and the over all cleanliness of 
the shop. It’s something that’s seen us become so suc¬ 
cessful, our relationship with the public in general; we 
get the police, fire brigade all walks of life coming here. 

■ HAVE you any hobbies outside of work? 
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No. All my time is devoted to the shop and charity work. 
I went through a stage where people were donating fur¬ 
niture and I was giving it to people that needed it and 
spent my spare time with that, but since my angina attack 
I cannot do it any more. 

■ WHAT do you like about Weymouth? 

It’s near the sea-side and the beach and you get a good 
lot of tourists. But I think it’s the people in Weymouth, 
who are fantastic and have such a great community spirit 
which makes it such a good place to live. 

■ WHAT don't you like about the town? 

The parking, which is about to get a lot worse. The in¬ 
crease in business rates, that’s not helping the smaller 
businesses and basically the council in general. They are 
putting in roundabouts near my shop and a cycle path but 
they didn’t even consult us. 

■ WHAT three things would you buy if you won 
the lottery? 

For myself nothing I’ve got everything I need, a great 
wife and children. I think I would spend some on a few 
pensioners here, some need cookers, some fridges and 
others washing machines, so I would give some money 
for that. And I think I would buy Karen a house on 
Greenhill near the sea front. I’m not a man that needs to 
show off with pocessions like a brand new car or any¬ 
thing. 

■ WHAT three things would you take with you 
onto a desert island? 

Water, firstly. A radio so I could listen to Solent, because 
I like the music and way they have talking on there. And 
I’d take some food; it would probably be chips because 
they have all the nourishment in them and would keep 
you going.

Wrong for council to stay silent 


■ LYME Regis Town 
Councillor Owen Lovell 
has said (View, December 
23) that “we cannot go 
around telling the trustees 
of anything how to func¬ 
tion”. 

This was in response to a 
request that the town coun¬ 
cil put pressure on the 
trustees of the Lyme Regis 
Club for Young People to 
make a decision on what 
what they are going to do 
with the building and to 
make their developments 
much more open to the 
public. 

Is Councillor Lovell’s 
statement ‘reality’, as 
he has suggested? I would 
suggest it depends on what 
is meant by ‘telling’. 

It is certainly true that 
any charity, such as the 
Club for Young People, is 
required by law to remain 
politically independent. 
Usually this is taken to 
mean ‘independent of a 
political party’. But pre¬ 
sumably in a town such as 


Lyme, where we are re¬ 
peatedly told that the town 
council is not party politi¬ 
cal, it has to mean ‘inde¬ 
pendent of the town 
council’. 

But the onus to preserve 
the independence is on the 
charity, not the politi¬ 
cians. Whatever one or 
more politicans say, the 
charity must make its own 
decisions. There is no 
comparable legal require¬ 
ment that I am aware of for 
the council to say nothing 
to the charity. For exam¬ 
ple, haven’t there been 
several occasions when the 
council has expressed its 
opinions to the Lifeboats 
charity? 

Of course, neither the 
Lifeboats nor the club has 
to follow the council’s 
suggestions. 

But, in what is clearly a 
matter of extremely strong 
community interest, it 
feels wrong that the coun¬ 
cil should choose to re¬ 
main silent, and thereby 


fail to take an open posi¬ 
tion of community leader¬ 
ship. 

Possible reasons for this 
chosen path of failure 
would be that, as Council¬ 
lor Lovell suggests, it un¬ 
derstands the legal 
responsibiltity on it con¬ 
cerning the club to be dif¬ 
ferent from the legal 
responsibility on it con¬ 
cerning the lifeboats. 

Or perhaps they feel that, 
if they spoke up, it would 
make the club trustees be¬ 
come less open to the pub¬ 
lic rather then more 
so (based on the Club 
committee’s behaviour, 
they may have a point. But 
it’s hard to see how less 
open the Club could be¬ 
come.) 

Or perhaps the council¬ 
lors feel that, if they can¬ 
not exercise power 
through control, they see 
no point in striving to ex¬ 
ercise influence through 
public moral pressure. 

Who can say? Given the 


fact that there are council¬ 
lors who are also club 
committee members, this 
should not be left as an un¬ 
clear matter. So perhaps 
Councillor Lovell would 
be kind enough to clarify 
the position. This would be 
helpful. 

If I am wrong about any¬ 
thing here, I still see no 
harm in building greater 
public understanding 
through public question¬ 
ing.

Lyme Regis police received a public 
order complaint at about 11.15pm on 
Christmas Eve from the Cobb end of 
the Marine Parade. 

A 19-year-old local man was issued 
with a Section 27 notice, which or¬ 
dered him to leave the area and not re¬ 
turn within 24 hours. Failure to 
comply could have resulted in arrest.

Lyme Regis Coast¬ 
guards were also 
alerted by members of 
the public, who 
thought the flying 
lanterns were red 
flares. 

A search was carried 


out at about 5.20pm 
on Sunday, December 
27th. A family was 
found launching the 
lanterns on the beach 
but a full three-hour 
search continued. 
Nothing further was 
found and it was de¬ 
cided the original flare 
must have been a 
lantern. 

Lyme Regis Coast¬ 
guards are urging the 


public to inform them 
if using Chinese 
lanterns near the coast. 
When lit, the lights can 
soar to over a mile in 
the sky and are visible 
for up to 20 minutes on 
a clear night. They are 
increasingly becoming 
mistaken for distress 
signals and the Coast¬ 
guards are required to 
investigate all reports 
of distress flares.
